on. When John F. Kennedy 
launched his campaign, there 
was talk of a revival of a “brain- 
trust” reminiscen: of the days 
of Franklin Roosevelt. Now the 
nation has but to sit back and 
wait to see what brand of men 
will surround the new president 

President-elect Kennedy has 
promised an announcement of 
appointments around Thanks- 
giving. Until that time all that 
is left to the political “experts” 
is a guessing game. 

A key -post, of course, is that 
of secretary of state and rumor 
has such men as Adiai Steven- 
son, Chester Bowles, William 
Fulbright and David Bruce in 
the waiting line. 

In fact, one radio-caster went 
so far as to suggest that Ken- 
nedy’s secretary of state might 
be Richard Nixon, the man Ken- 
nedy defeated. 

Of late, rumor has shifted 
much of the spotlight to Bowles 
with Stevenson said to be slated 
for the ambassadorship to the

UN. The tendency here is to go 


along with Stevenson's spot in 


the UN but tag Fulbright as 
secretary of state 
Bowles would then assume 


duties as head of the United 
States Information Agency, a 
position which would be ele- 
vated to cabinet standing. Ful- 
bright, who gave Kennedy a big 
campaign assist, is a senator 
from Arkansas and head of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee. 

Bruce, one-time under-secre- 
tary of state, and Averill Harri- 
man, former governor of New 
York, can be expected to serve 
in key posts in the administra- 
tion in the fields of foreign af 
fairs and diplomacy 

Senator Stuart Symington of 
Missouri has attracted the most 
attention for secretary of de- 
fense. It is significant that the 
former secretary of the Air 
Force was designated by Ken- 
nedy to study and submit a re- 
port on possible reorganization 
of the military. Kennedy was to 
have received Symington and 
and the report late this week in 
Florida.

The victory clinched a three- 
way tie for third in the FWC 
for the Hornets with Chico State 
and Nevada. QB Wingo hit on 
seven of 15 aerials for 162 yards 
with Musick, substituting mid- 
way in the third period, connect- 
ing on six out of 10 for 120 
yards. Both were able to shake 
receivers loose for TD passes.

The Mustangs 
were forced to give up the ball 
and did not mount a serious 
threat subsequently.
